Agua Prieta Garrison, Much
Weakened, Awaits Attack; A-

ttempt to Reinforce Defense Is
Foiled By Rodriguez.

DOUGLAS. Nov. 30. After defeat-

ing and driving to Nacotari the Ca-

rransa force operating against him.
